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Response to a second non-Final Office Action

This Communication is a response to a second non-Final Office action having 
a mailing date 08/25/2004 and setting forth a shortened statutory period for response 
of three months which would expire on 11/25/2004. 

In response to the PTO communication the applicant will follow the sequence of the 
paragraphs used by the examiner. 

Par. 1 . The applicant recognizes the Final of the requirement for restriction. 

Par. 2. A recitation of the second Par. of 35 U.S.C. 1 12. 

Par .3 Claims 9, 11 - 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112 as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The examiner insists that the recitation "an edge including straight edges and 
curvatures" is indefinite. The examiner continues "that it is unclear how an edge can 
have straight edges and curvatures" The examiner's attention is directed to the 
"Random House College Dictionary" where an edge has been defined. An edge can 
be both straight or curved. Applicant in claim 9 only claims said pool having an edge 
including curvatures . This recitation cannot be rejected as the pool edge as only 
being straight but also including curvatures. The examiner is respectfully requested 
to withdraw this type of a rejection as having no basis in the English language.
